THOMAS  PAINE, 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  United  States. 

LSTTZR   THE  THIRD. 

To  cleft,  and  to  reject,  ii  the  prerogative 
of  a  free  people. 

Since  the  cftablifhment  of  Independence, 
no  period  hat  arrived  that  fo  decidedly  proves 
the  exccll'rr.ce  of  the  representative  i\  item  of 
government,  and  its  fuperiority  over  every  o- 
ther,  as  the  time  we  now  live  in.  Had  A- 
merica  been  curled  with  John  Adams's  He- 
reditary Monarchy,  or  Alt  xander  Hamilton's 
Senate  for/'/.,  (he  muft  have  fought  in  the 
doubtful  contcft  of  civil  war,  what  {he  now 
obtains  by  the  expreflion  of  the  public  will. 
An  appeal  'o  elections  decides  better  than  an 
appeal  to  the  fword. 

The  reign  of  terror  that  raged  in  Ameri- 
ca during  the  latter  time  of  the  Walhington 
admiiiiftration,  and  the  whole  of  that  of  A- 
danis,  is  enveloped  in  myflery  to  ine.  That 
there  were  men  in'  the  government  koltile  to 
the  reprc.fcntattvc  fyftem,  though  it  is  now 
their  overthrow,  was  once  their  boaft,  and 
therefore  the  fart  is  eftablilhed  againft  them. 
But  that  fo  large  a  mafs  of  the  people  (hould 
become  the  dupes  of  tho'i'e  who  were  loading 
th«m  with  taxes,  in  order  to  load  them  with 
chains,  and  deprive  them  of  the  right  of  e- 
leftion,  can  be  afcribed  only  to  that  fpecies  of 
Wildfire  rage,  lighted  up  by  falfehood,  that  not 
only  »£>»  v  lthcut  reflection,  but  is  too  impe- 
tious  to  make  any. 

There  is  a  general  and  (Inking  difference 
between  the  genuine  effects  of  truth  itfelf, 
and  the  effects  of  falfehood  believed  to  be 
truth.  Truth  is  naturally  benign  ;  but  falfe- 
hood believed  to  be  truth,  is  always  furious. 
The  former  delights  in  lerenity,  is  mild  and 
perfuafjvc,  and  feeks  not  the  auxiliary  aid,of 
inventie-n.  The  Hitter  (ticks  at  nothing.  ?t 
has  natur.lly  no  morals.  Every  lie  is  wel- 
come that  fu:.ts  its  purpofe.  It  is  the  innate 
character  of  the  thing  to  art  in  this  manner, 
and  the  criterion  by  which  it  may  be  known 
whether  in  politics  or  religion.  When  any- 
thing is  attempted  to  be  fupported  by  lying, 
it  is  preemptive  evidence  that  the  thing  fo 
fupported  is  a  lie  alio.  The  flock  on  which 
a  He  can  be  engrafted  muft  be  of  the  fame 
fpecies  as  the  graft. 

What  is  to  become  of  the  mighty  clamor 
about  French  mva'.iotis,  and  the  cry  that  our 
country  is  in  danger,  and  taxes  and  armies 
tnuft  be  ra'>f-d  fo  defend  it  ?  The  danger  is 
fled  with  the  faction  that  created  i",  and  what 
is  worft  of  all  the  money  is  fled  too.  It  is  is 
I  only  that  h  ive  committed  the  hoftility  of  in- 
rafion,  and  sU  the  artillery  of  pop-guns  are 
prepared  for  action.  Par fellows,  how  they 
foam  I  They  fet  half  their  own  partizans  in 
laughter;  for  amon^  ridiculous  things  noth 
ing  is  more  ridiculojs  than  ridiculous  rage. 
But  I  hope  they  will  not  leave  off.  I  fliall 
]o(e  ha!?  my  greatBcGl  when  they  ceafe  to  lie. 

So  far  as  refperts  myfeff  I  have  reafon  to 
%clieve  an<i  a  right  to  fay,  that  the  leaders  of 
the  reign  of  terror  in  America,  and  the  lead- 
ers of  the  reigl!  of  terror  in  FfarJte,  during 
the  time  of  Robefpiere,  were  in  character  the 
fame  fort  of  men,  or  how  is  it  to  he  accounted 
for,  that  I  was  perferuted  by  both  at  the  fame 
time.-.-When  I  wai  rotr.l  ou:  of  the  French 
Convention,  the  reafon  alhgned  for  it  wan, 
that  I  was  a  foreigner.  Winn  Robefpiere 
had  me  febed  in  the  night  and  imprifoned  in 
the  Luxemburg  (where  I  remained  eleven 
months)  he  affigned  no  reafon  for  it.  But 
when  he  prapnfed  bringing  ;ne  to  the  tribunal, 
which  was  lice  fending  me  at  once  to  the  fraf- 
fold,  he  then  affined  a  reafon,  and  tne  reafon 
was  "  Far  the  interest  of  America  as  well  as 
of  Frar.ee." — four  finteret  de  I'Ameriqu: 
r.vtz-t  que  de  la  Franc*.  The  words  are  in 
his  own  hand  writing,  arid  reported  to  the 
Convention  by  the  committee  appointed  to 
examine  his  papers,  and  are  printed  in  their  re- 
port, with  this  reflection  added  to  them,  "  Why 
Thomas  Paint  more  than  another  f  because  be 
contributed  to  the  libeity  of  both  worlds." 

There  muft  have  been  a  coalition  in  fenti- 
Hient,  if  not  in  fart,  between  the  terrorifts  of 
America  and  the  teimrifls  of  France,  and 
Robefpiere  mud  have  known  it,  or  he  could 
not  have  had  the  idea  of  putting  America  in^ 
to  the  bill  of  accufation  againft  me.  ¥ji£ 
thefe  men,  thefe  terrorilh  of  the  new  vy&ld, 
who  were  waiting  in  the.  devotion  6j?;'tfieir 
hearts  for  the  joyful  news  of  my  definition, 
are  the  fame  banditti  who  are  now  tieftikwittg, 
in  til  the  hackneyed  language  of  fiaclineyed 
hyPfcricy,  about  humanity  and  pictv,  and  of- 
ten about  fomething  thevcallit  rntidelir,-,  ana 
they  fiuifh  with  the  chorus  of  cnaijy  him, 
crucify  him.  I  am  become  fo  famous  anion  ■ 
them  that  they  cat. not  cat  or  urb,'<  without 
me.  I  fc  rve  th.  n  as  a  Jtarding  .#.  h,  rn.l  thev 
rarnot  make  i:p  a,  hi!: cfVfcf^  i;  j  am  hj;

yet,  according  tr«  tbcir-iHrV.  arcaos  piety,  l;ie 
muft  he  as  had  as  TbtVws  Parne  ;  flu-  has 
protected  him  in  all  his  dangers,  parroniferl 
him  in  all  bis  undertakings,  encouraged  him 
in'alfhis  ways,  and -rcv/nr.led  him  at  Inf  by 
efjggng  hix  in  ftfety  and  in  health  to  the 
jfrggtjfcd  land.  This  is  more  than  (he  did  by 
Swrjl+a.  the  rhofe'n  people,  that  they  tell  us

fMin  the  wtfycrnefs  and  Mofes  too. 


I  was  one  of  the  nine  members  that  com- 
poled  the  fcrlt  committee  of  Conftitution. 
Six  of  thrm  have  been  deftroyed.  Seyes  and 
myfelf  have  iurvived.  He  by  bending  with 
the  times  and  I  by  not  bending.  The  other 
furvivoi  joined  Hobefpiere  and  figned  with 
him  the  warrant  for  my  arreftation.  After 
the  fall  of  Robefpiere  he  was  feized  and  im- 
pnfoned  in  his  turn  and  fentenr.ed  to  tranfpor- 
tation.  He  has  lincc  apologifed  to  me  for 
having  figned  the  warrant,  by  faying  he  felt 
himfclf  ID  danger,  ai  d  was  obliged  to  do  it. 

Herault  Sechelles,  an  acquaintance  of  Mr. 
Jefferfon,  and  a  good  patriot,  was  my,  suppli- 
nber  of  the  committee  of  Ion  flit 


tion,that  is  he  was  to  fupply  my  place,  if  1 
had  not  accepted  or  had  religned,  being  next 
'in  uanriberof  votes  to  me.  lie  was  impnlon- 
Vd.irSt.he  Luxemburg  with  me,  was  taken  t.; 
the"  Tribunal  and  the  Guillotine,  and  1,  his 
principal  was  left.  J  k 

There  were  but  two  foreigners  in  the  con- 
vention, Anarcharfis  Cloot.  and  myfelf.  We 
were  both  put  'nit  of  the  Convention  by  the 
fame  vote,  arretted  by  the  fame  ordr>,  and 
carried  to  prifon  together  the  Came  uigtff. 
He  taken  to  the  Guillotine  and  I  was  a- 
gain  left.  Joel  Barlow  was  with  us  when  we 
went  to  prifon. 

Jofeph  Lebon,  one  of  the  vileft  characters 
that  ever  exifled,  and  who  made  the  flreets  of 
Arras  run  with  blood,  was  mv  luppliant  as 
member  of  the  Convention  for  the  department 
of  the  Pas  de  Calais.  When  I  was  put  out 
of  the  Convention  he  Came  and  took  my  place. 
When  I  was  liberated  from  prifon,  and  voted 
again  into  the  Convention,  he  was  lent  to  the 
fame  prifon  and  took  my  place  there,  and  he 
went  to  the  guillotine  inftead  of  me.  He 
fupplied  my  place  all  the  way  through. 

One  hundred  and  fixty-eight  perfons  were 
taken  out  of  the  Luxemburg  in  one  night,  and 
a  hundred  and  fixty  of  them  Guillotined  thc 
next  day,  of  which  I  now  know  I  was  to  have 
been  one  ;  and  the  manner  1  efcaped  that  fate 
is  curious  and  has  all  the  appearance  of  acci- 
dent. 

The  room  in  which  I  lodged  wa*on 
the  ground  floor,  and  one  of  a  long  range  of 
rooms  under  a  gallery,  and  the  door  of  it  o- 
pencd  outward  and  flat  againft  the  wall  ;  fo 
that  when  it  was  open  the  inlide  of  the  door 
appeared  outward,  and  the  contrary  when  it 
was  (hut.  I  had  three  comrades,  fellow  pri- 
foners  with  me,  Jofeph  Vanhuile,  of  Bn/e-, 
iince  prefident  of  the  Municipality  of  thai 
'.own,  Michael  Bobbins  and  Baftini  of  Lo- 

When  perfons  by  fcores  and  by  hundreds 
were  to  be  taken  out  of  prifon  for  the  Guillo- 
tine, it  was  always  done  in  the  night,  and  thofe 
who  performed  that  office,  had  a  private  marl 
or  signal  by  which  they  knew  what  rooms  to 
go  to  and  what  number  to  take.  We,  as  1 
have  faid,  were  four,  and  the  door  of  our  room 
was  marked,  unobferved  by  us,  with  that  num- 
ber in  chalk  ;  but  it  happened,  if  happening 
is  a  proper  word,  that  the  mark  was  put  on 
when  the  door  was  open  and  flat  againft  the 
wall,  and  thereby  came  on  the  inlide  when 
we  (hut  it  at  night,  and  the  deftroying  angc] 
Rafted  by  it.  A  few  days  afu  r  tftt  R  ,- 
piere  fell,  and  Mr.  Monroe  arrived  and  reclai- 
med me,  and  invited  me  to  his  houfe. 

During  the  whole  of  my  imprifonment, 
prior  to  tire  fall  of  Robefpiere,  there  was  no 
time  when  I  could  think  my  life  worth  twenty- 
four  hours,  and  my  mind  was  made  up  to  meet 
its  fate.  The  Americans  in  Paris  went  in  a 
body  to  the  convention  to  reclaim  me,  but 
without  fuccefs.  There  was  no  party  among 
them  with  refpert  to  me.  My  orjly  hope  then 
relied  on  the  government  of  America  that  it 
would^  remember  me.  But  the  icy  heart  of 
ingratitude,  in  whatever  man  it  be  placed,  has 
neither  feeling  nor  fenfe  of  honor.  The  let- 
ter of  Mr.  Jefferfou  has  ferved.to  wipe  away 
the  reproach  and  done  juftice  to  the  mafs  of 
the  p-ople  of  America. 

When  a  party  was  forming  in  the  latter  end 
of  feventy-feven  and  beginning  of  feventy- 
eight,  of  which  John  Adams  was  p-ie,  to  re- 
move Mr.  Wam.ngton  from  the  command  of 
the  army  on  the  complaint  that  be  didnotbing, 
I  wrote  the  fifth  number  of  the  Crifis,  and 
puhlilheditin  Lancaltcr,  (Coogrefs  being  then 
at  Yorktown  in  Pennfylvauia)  to  ward  off 
that  meditated  blow  ;  for  though  I  well  knew 
the  black  (imeg  of  feventy-Iix,  was  the  natu- 
ral conrcquence  of  his  want  of  military  judg- 
ment in  the  choiie  of  pofitions  into  which 
the  army  was  put  about  New-Xork  and  Jer- 
fey,  I  CouJJ  fee  no  polfible  advantage,  and 
nothing  but  mifthief,  that  could  arile 
!)>'  didrarting  the  army  into'  parties,  which 
would  have  been  the  call,  had  the  intended 
motion  gone  on. 

General  Lee,  who  with  a  farcaftic  genius 
joined  a  great  fund  of  military  knowledge, 
was  perfectly  right  when  he  faid,  We  have  no 
business-  on  Islands,  and  in  the  bottom  of  Boers. 
Wbert  the  enemy  bj  the  aid  of  its  ships,  can 
bring  its  whole  force  against  a  part  of  ours 
and  shut  it  up.  This  had  like  to  have  been 
the  cute  at  New-York,  and  was  the  cafe  at 
Fort  Walhington,  and  would  have  been  the 
cafe  at  Fort  Lee  if  General  Greene  had  not 
moved  mrtantly  off  on  the  firft  news  of  the 
enemy's  approach.  I  was  with  Greene 
through  die  whole  of  that  affair  and  know  it 
perfectly.. 

But  though  I  came  forward  in  defence  of 
Air.  Wafhtngton  when  he  was  attacked,  and 
nude  the  belt  that  could  be  made,  of  a  feries 
v.  blunders 'that  had  nearly  ruined  the  coun- 
try, he  U  ft  me  to  perifti  when  I  was  in  prifon. 
But  as  I  told  him  of  it  in  his  life  time,  I 
Ihould  not*now  bring  it  up,  if  the  ignorant 
impertinence  of  fome  of  the  federal  papers, 
who  are  pulhing  Mr.  Walhington  forward  as 
Uie.r  lUlkinj-horfc,  did  not  make  it  neceffary. 


That  gentleman  u.d  not  perforin  hit  part  in 
the  revolution  better,  nor  with  more  honor, 
than  I  did  mine,  and  the  one  part  was  then  as 
neeeflary  as  the  other.  He  accepted  as  a 
prefent  (though  he  was  already  rich)  a  hund- 
red thoufand  acres  of  land  in  America,  and 
left  me  to  occupy  fix  foot  of  earth  in  France. 
I  wi'h,  for  his  own  reputation,  he  had  arted 
with  more  juflice.  But  it  wai  always  known 
of  Mr.  Walhington,  by  thofe  who  bed  knew 
him,  that  he  was  of  fuch  an  icy  and  death 
like  conftitution,  that  he  neither  loved  his 
friends>  nor  hated  his  enemies.  But  be  this 
as  it  may,  I  fee  no  reafon  that  a  difference  be- 
tween Mr.  Walhington  and  ire,  (hould  be 
made  a  theme  of  difi  ord  w  ith  other  people* 
There  are  thofe  who  may  fee  merit  in  both, 
without  making  themfelves  partizans  of  ei-. 
ther,  and  with  this  reflection  I  clofe  the  fub- 
ject.. 

As  to  the  hypocritical  abufe  thrown  out  by 
the  federalifls  on  other  fubjerts,  1  recommend 
to  them  the  obfervance  of  a  commandment 
that  exifted  before  either  Chriftiaji  or  Jew  ex- 
.!ted. 

"  Thou  (halt  make  a  covenant  with  thy 
fenfes. 

"  With  thine  eye,  that  it  beholds  no  evil. 
"  With  thine  ear,  that  it  hears  no  evil. 
"  With  thy  tongue,  that  it  fpeaks  no  evil. 
"  With  thy  hands,  that  they  commit  no 
evil." 

If  the  federalifts  will  follow  this  command- 
ment, ihry  will  leave  off  lying.

THOMAS  PAINE. 

This  celebrated  man  has  lately  return- 
ed to  America,  and  has  met  with  (he  fate 
of  all  the  patriots  and  reformers  that 
Jiave  gone  before  him.  His  character 
has  been  attacked,  his  reputation  tradu- 
ced and  every  tranfacTion  of  his  life  ran- 
iacked  which  malice,  cotld  come  at,  to 
rVirnHh  food  for  the  tongue  of  calurrlc§\ 
Unable  to  combat  his  principles  with  frtc- 
cefs,  his  political  opponents  load  his  re- 
putation with  opprobrium  ; — as  if  the 
iblKea  or  frailties  of  human  nature  coulrj 
tarnifh  his  principles,  or  fully  our  immor- 
tal revolution,  which  his  mafterly  pen 
M  fo  eminently  contributed  to  eflablifh." 
For  this  reafon  Hampden  was  a  rafcal, 
Sidney  a  traitor,  our  immortal  Franklin 
a  hoary  headed  hypocrite,  and  Jefferfon 
himfeif  is  now  an  "  atheift,"  an  "  incen- 
diary," and  a  fornicator.  Go  through 
the  long  lilt  of  patriots,  ancient  and  mo- 
'dern  ;  and  if  we  believe  the  parafites  of 
power,  not  one  poffeffed  a  fmgle  virtue, 
and  all  were  compounds  of  the  greatcft 
vices  which  could  dii'grace  human  na- 
ture. 

"  No  might  nor  grMtners  ;„  mortalhy 
"  Cm  icnfurc  Vcape  i  black  wounding  calumny 
u  The  wditelt  virtue  ftrikes.    What  king  fo  (Vrong 
"  Can  tie  the  gall  up  in  the  flanderous  tongue  ?"— 

But  this  more  particularly  has  been  the 
lot  of  Paine.    His  early  and  continued 

exertions  in  the  caufe  of  America,  the 

influence  which  his  writings  had  in  the 
moft  trying  periods  of  our  revolution, — 
in  thofe  "  times  which  tried  men's  fouls," 
—when  the  wifeft  doubted  the  refult,  and 
the  braveft  trembled  with  fear ; — the  co*. 
fpicuous  part  which  he  .afterwards  ac\ci 
upon  the  theatre  of  France  and  Englan\: 
— all  thefe  caufes  have  excited  again! 
him  the  peculiar  venom  of  party.  T1 
whatever  part  of  the  world  his  name  has 
extended,  his  pretended  crimes  have 
gone  alfo.    He  has  been  the 

 M  greatelt  viper  nature  ever  made." 

No  confidence  has  he  not  violated  ;  no 
friendiliip  has  he  not  betrayed  ;  no  crime 
has  he  not  committed.  And  where  can 
be  the  wonder  ?  Thofe  whom  he  made 
tremble  on  their  thrones,  thofe  who  felt 
that  his  writings  were  powerful  enemies 
to  their- places  andpenfions; — could  pur 
fue  no  better  mode  to  fecure  themielves 
than  by  hiring  venal  pens  to  deftroy  hi: 
popularity  by  the  deltruttion  of  his  repu 
tation.  Hence  it  is,  that  unfounded  do 
ries  have  been  every  where  circulated 
againft  his  character,  until  in  the  opinion 
of  even  good  men  it  has  "  become  as 
black  as  if  hefmeared  with  hell." 

In  America  his  fei  vices  were  fo  frefh 
in  the  recollection  of  the  people,  that  hjj 
character  was  for  a  long  time  fhielded 
from  the  aflaults  of  malevolence.  Ex 
ccpt  with  tories  alone,  it  was  confidered 
to  be  without  a  blot ;  as  pure  and  unfporf 
ted  ;  and  allowing  for  tho  infirmitie<or 
human  nature,  as  free  from  imperfection 
But  after  his  voyage  to  England,  the  fl  -n 
derous  talcs  related  of  him  by  thofe  wh. 
had  raifed  their  fwords  againft  us,  and  b\ 
the  hirelings  of  the  Britifh  court  reach- 
ed this  country.  They  were  repeated 
with  fuch  barefaced  impudence  here  km 
with  fuch  confidence,  that  they  began  tc 
be  believed.  Paine  had  not  the  opportu 
nity  of  contradiction  ;  and  indeed. 


...i.  V/.  wuni^Mi  ,  anu  uiacea,  had 
he  been  here  their  number  would  have 


nut  it  cut  of  his  power.  Thofe  finruWs 
too  were  countenanced  bv  influential  cha- 
racters in  t.ie  government, — anny  ol 
whom  had  departed  from  the  revolution- 
ary principles  which  Paine  had  cherifhed, 
and  were  defiroua  that  they  ihouldb  bomfc 
unfafliionable.  They  knew  tint  the  re- 
currence to  thefe  wl  ig  principles,  which 
the  people  has  iince  made,  would  be  de- 
ftrudtive  to  their  power,  and  they  were 
willing  to  put  the  finger  of  infamy  at  their 
moft  14  fuccei'sful  defender." 

His  late  arrival  then  inuft  alarm  them. 
They  know  that  the  people  vet  remain 
firm  to  the  principles  of  Common  Senfe  ; 
that  Paine  is  fuperior  to  an  hoft  of  aflai- 
lants,  that  his  pen  is  powerful,  that  it 
has  fet  nations  in  a  flame  ;  that  it  light- 
ens upon  every  iubjeel  which  it  touches, 
and  forces  conviction  upon  every  mind. 
From  experience  they  could  determine 
upon  the  moft  politic  courfe  to  purfue, 
and  it  has  been  purfued  from  one  end  of 
the  continent  to  the  other.  They  raifed 
the  floodgates  of  dander,  and  poured  up-' 
on  him  a  copious  dream  of  abufe.  The 
Itream  yet  flows,  and  we  know  not  when 
or  where  it  will  end.  They  now  'circu- 
late every  ftory  they  can  come  at,  whe- 
ther Tory  or  British.  They  mil'tepre- 
fent,  they  diftort ;  they interfperfe  truths 
with  falfehood;  puhlilh  partial  ftatements, 
and  ftatements  without  the  ncceffary  ex- 
planations ;  and  thus  impofe  upon  the 
credulous,  and  urinformed.  One  iri- 
ftance  has  occurred  lately  ;  a  partial 
ftatement  has  been  publifhcd  from- an 
abandoned  tory  paper,  without  the  ne- 
eeflary explanation. — If  the  gentlemen 
who  puhlilhed  it  have  candour,  they  will 
defire  to  fee  it  corrected. — And  the  cor- 
rection becomes  the  more  neceffary,  be- 
caufe  that  ftatement  contains  an  indirect 
attack  alfo  upon  the  prefent  adminiftra-- 
tion.  They  fay  they  are  uninfluenced  by 
party;  but  their  conduct  does  not  favor 
the  affertion  ;  and  time  only  car.  fatisfy 
the  public  refpecling  it.  'An  extract 
from  an  Eaftern  paper  uill  accompany 
this,  and  fet  the  whole  r..7air  right. 

Let  it  not  here  be  u.-iderftood  that  the 
author  intends  either  to  fanction  every 
part  of  Mr.  Paine's  couducL,  or  adopt  all 
his  opinions.  He  would  not  fpeak  this 
of  any  man  exifting.  He  thinks  tor  him- 
feif, and  can  fafely  fay,  his  mind  was  not 
run  in  another's  mould.  He  would  only 
palliate  them,  and  urge  the  right  which 
eve*y  man  has  to  think  for  himfeif.  He 
thinks  the  affair  which  has  been  publifli- 
ed,  has  a  direct  tendency  to  give  an  im- 
proper bias  to  the  public  mind;  and  the 
high  duty  which  he  owes  to  truth,  ani 
the  gratitude  which  he  feels  towards  one 
of  o-ar  firft  revolutionary  characters,  will 
not  permit  him  tobcfilent. 

What  though  Mr.  Paine  has  attacked 
the  holy  Scriptures,  the  charit\  taught 
in  thefe  facred  writings,  inftmcls  us°to 
afcribe  his  conduct  to  the  beft,  inftead  of 
the  word,  of  motives.  He  differs  from 
you  and  me  upon  this  fubjecl,  but  he  ex- 
ercifcs  a  conft.it utional  right;  and  wh» 
dare  be  fo  impious  as  to  interfere  be- 
tween Paine  and  his  God  ?— What  the-' 
he  attacked  General  Yl'afliington  ?  Here 
his  rights  were  the  fame  ;  and  the  fame 
heav«n-born  charity  points  to  the  fame 
conduct.  The  circumftances  of  the  times 
in  which  it  was  written,  {hould  induce  us 
to  palliate  or  pardon,  if  We  cannot  whol- 
ly excufe  or  juftify  it.  Paine  had  been 
persecuted,  imprifoned,  confined  in  walls 
which  contained  villainy  and  difeafe  ;  the 
moft  abandoned  of  the  fpecies  had  mark- 
ed him  out  for  the  eng;ne  of  death  ;  and 
motives  of  policy  had  alone  pic-vented 
the  executive,  from  claiming  him  as  an 
American  citizen.  Paine,  irritated  by 
misfortune  ;  foured  by  difanpoir.tment ; 
thinking  his  great  revolutionary  fervices 
entitled  him  to  another  return,  and  quef- 
tioning  the  propriety  of  facrificing  alt 
principles  of  gratitude  on  the  fhrine  of 
national  policy  ;— in  one  unfortunate  mo- 
ment of  vexation  and  palfion,  wrote  and 
forwarded  the  letter,  which  we  are  told 

U  to  <lamu  his  reputation  for  ever  Let 

us  here  enquire  how  many  of  us  would 
have  difplayed  more  temper?  Experience 
anfvvers  but  few.  Let  us  reflect  that 
General  Wafhingtou  with  all  his  great 
qualities,  was  but  a  man,  and  as  fuchfub- 
jea  to  frailties,  imperfections  and  nil  the 
infirmities  of  that  being.  The  Scrip- 
tures juftify  the  doctrine.  Wafliinnon 
may  have  erred— it  is  probable,  becruifi* 
he  was  a  man.  And  let  us  alfo  reflect-, 
that  the  luftre  of  his  qualities  were  fuch] 
that  we  could  not  perceive,  and  that  we 
are  all  fo  partial  to  his  mcriibry,  as  to  for- 
get he  had  any  errors.

The  Waflihigton  Federalift  contains  an  at- 
tack, the  mod  triaficioQt.  and  invidious,  upon 
'this  diltinguiflied  and  deferring  revolutionary- 
patriot.    In  order  to  warp  the  ur.dei handings 


and  prejudice  the  pafiior.s  of  thofe  of  our 
countrymen,  iubo  were  not  born  at  that  time, 
or  whole  rtcollecYions  do  not  reach  back  to 
the  event,  it  has  copied  the  proceedings  of 
the  congrefs  of  1779,  rei'pedting  a  tranfattion, 
-which,  when  fully  inveltigated,  reflcfts  the 
liigheft  honor  upon  the  patriotifm  and  fideli- 
ty of  Mr.  Thomas  Paine,  inftead  of  involv- 
ing him  in  the  odiiim  attempted  to  be  excited  ; 
nothing  can  equal  the  bale  difingenioufnefs 
cf  this  attack,  but  the  blacknel's  of  the  in- 
gratitude which  dictated  its  publication,  at 
the  moment  of  Mr.  Paine's  return  to  the 
country  that  owes  him  fo  much,  where  every 
patriot  heart  ought  to  exult  for  the  health 
and  the  fafcty  of  this  veteran  whofe  hiflory 
is  interwoven  with  two  important  revolutions, 
and  an  attempt  at  the  third.  The  purport 
of  the  extract  above  mentioned  appears  to  be, 
th;rt  in  the  month  of  January  1779,  Mr. 
Paine  wrote  and  publiftied  a  feries  of  letters 
under  the  fignature  of  «  Common  Senfe,  on 
Mr.  Deane's  affair;,"  in  which  he  dates  that 
"  the  fupplies  which  he,  (M.  Deane)  fo  pom- 
poufly  plumed  himfelf  upon,  were  promifed 
and  engaged,  and  that  as  a  prefent,  before  he 
■e,ven  arrived  in  France."  That  the  fad  fla- 
ted  caufed  alarm  in  the  French  minifter,  Sieur 
Gerard,  and  refentment  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Deane's  friends  in  Congrefs,  and  a  refolution 
was  propo'fed  difmifling  Mr.  Paine  from  the 
office  of  Secretary  to  the  Committee  of  Fo- 
reign Affair*;,  and  that  he  refigned  the  faid  of- 
fice. Thefe  farts,  to  a  perfon  unacquainted 
"vith  the  fecret  hiftory  of  the  firft  years  of 
our  revolution,  and  with  the  fubfequcnt  e- 
vents  which  related  to  Mr.  Paine,  would  un- 
doubtedly leave  unfavorable  irhpreflions  on 
the  mind  of  the  reader.  Thofe  events  the 
editors  of  the  Wafhington  Federalift  "were 
acquainted  with,  therefore  what  we  attribute 
to  ignorance,  rnifreprel'entatiok  is  the  princi- 
pal feature  in  their  cpmmunication. — The 
plain  ftory  is  this  :— Prior  to  the  alliance  of 
France  with  the  United  States,  and  before 
an  open  rupture  took  place  between  France 
and  England,  the  court  of  France  gave  a  fe- 
cret aid  to  the  United  States,  of  two  hund- 
red thoufnnd  pounds  fterling,  in  clothing  and 
military  liores,  which  arrived  in  the  Amphi- 
trite,  Mercury  and  Seine,  at  Bolton,  but  wifli- 
ed  the  tranfaction  not  to  be  made  public,  and 
to  give  it  the  air  of  a  mercantile  bufinefs, 
defired  to  have  a  few  hogftieads  of  tobacco 
deponted  at  Cape  Francois.  Silas  Deane 
■who  afterwards  went  to  France,  took 
advantage  of  this  circumftancc,  and  in 
concert  with  Beauraarcluis  of  Paris,  and  fome 
others,  made  a  demand  upon  Congrefs  for  the 
-whole  fum,  as  a  mercantile  tranfadYion  nego- 
tiated by  themfelves.  Mr.  Thomas  Paine, 
•who  was  at  that  time  Secretary  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Foreign  Affairs,  and  in  pofTcfTioii  of 
papers  of  the  Secret  Committee  of  Congrefs, 
knew  that  the  fupplics  fent  were  a  prefent, 
but  was  enjoined  not  to  fpeak  of  it  as  a  gift 
from  the  court  of  France.  He  took  up'the 
fubjeft  in  a  feries  of  papers  figned  "Common 
Scnfe,  on  Mr.  Deane's  affairs;"  to  prevent 
the  fraud,  and  effectually  did  fo.  Eveiy 
word  that  Mr.  Paine  wrote.on  the  fubject  was 
true,  but  to  juftify  himfelf  with  documents  in 
his  poffeflion,  would  be  to  expofe  the  Atuation 
•f  France  to  Great  Britain  ;  he  therefore 
quietly  fubmittd  to  become  a  patriotic  lacri- 
fice  for  the  public  good. 

When  a  rupture  had  taken  place  between 
France  and  England,  the  imperious  circum- 
fhncrs  which  hid  hnpofed  folong  and  fopain- 
fulafilence'ipon  Mr.  Paine,  cealed  to  operate. 
He  was  enabled  to  appear  in  the  genuine  Inf. 
trc  of  his  character;  he  invited  invcrtigation, 
and  received  the  reward,  not  only  of  the  sp- 
prqbation  or"  his  compatriots,  but  the  particu- 
lar efteem  of  the  Erft  characters  of  the  revolu- 
tion. Gen.  Wafhington's  letter  alon~,  of 
the1  10th  of  Sept.  1783,  would  be  a  fuffi:ient 
evidence  that  all  unfavorable  uapreffiotu  were 
removed — but  ftrcngcr  proof  than  even  that 
exifts  of  the  very  high  estimation  in  which  the 
talents,  fervices,  and  fidelity  of  Mr.  Paine 
were  held  by  the  legiilatnrc  of  Pennfylvania, 
•whichvoteu  him  a  compenfation  of  five  hundred 
pound  for  his  unfolicited  fervices,  St  on  the  3d 
day  of  Oct.  1789,  the  congrefs  of  the  United 
States  preftnted  him,  a;  a  reward  for  his  early 
and  eminent  fervices  and  his  fidelity,  with 
the  fum  of  three  thoufand  dollars. 

The  resolutions  by  which  this  grant  was 
made, were  to  wipe  away  any  effect  th.tt  might 
remain,  from  thofe  of  1779,  which  had  been 
governed  by  policy  and  the  implufc  of  refent-
